delegates in

tcentli and Twenty-third districts. 
In all other district contests and In 
the case of the 
deleg-ates-at-largo 


the contestefis are to retain their 
scats. 
Carter E. Harrison, of Chi- 


cago, ''is one of the delegates from 
the Ninth district and by this action 
would be seated. 
In New Jersey 


the contests were abandoned in the 
Fifth, Sixth and Eighth districts and 
the fight maintained in, the First and 
Second districts. 
The committee de- 


cided to report in favor of the regu- 
lar delegates in both cases, chiefly 
because the contestants were not'able 
to produce convincing .evidence In. 
support of their claim that between 
sixty and seventy of their delegates 
were thrown out of the state conven- 
tion. 


The Hopkins people, when it was 


reported to them 
that they were 


likely lo be unseated in five districts, 
expressed themselves 
as confident 


that nothing of the kind would bfi 
done, 


"I am very sure," said Mr. Hofj- 


kiiis, "that the committee will take 
the stand that fights in district cau- 
cuses are not matters for a national 
committee.

SLAIN BY AN OFFICER 


Henry Schmidt, Aged 22, Shot and 


Killed While Fleeing from Officers 
Who Had Warrant for His Arrest 


Henry Schmidt, a paintur, twenty- 


two years old, was shot and killed ou 
Cochran street at J2:30 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon by Patrolman John 
Gi'ccr, of the Fort Wayne police de- 
partment. 


After 
ho was shot 
Schmidt ran 


about a square, reeled and fell and 
died in a few seconds. 
Patrolmin 


Charles Spillner was with Drear at 
the time and his account of the shoot- 
ing is as follows: 


"We had assault and battery war- 


rants for.Schmidt and Andy Bucch- 
ner for attacking and badly Injuring- 
a driver on Erie street about a month 
ago and Lieutenant Lapp told us r.t 
110011 the men wore in town and that 
we should go and. get them. 


"We heard they were in Bucchner's 


house, which is the last on the west 
end of Cochran street and we went 
a coiiple at squares 
cast and come 


over the Nickel Plate tracks into tha 
back way of Conrad Nern's house at. 
Coombs and Cochraii. Mrs. Nerji told 
us they were trying to get her boy 
to run away with them. 


-"After we had been there awhile 


we looked out nf a front room win- 
dow nnd saw Schmidt and Buechnpr 
going along Coombs street near the 
Nickel Plate tracks. 
Greer ran out 


through the barn and as soon as he 
saw the men they ran. He yelled 
to them to stop and fired three timer-:. 
Schmidt run back on the north side 
of the street in front of his house 
and fell. 


"Buechuer started 
through 
the 


yard of Nern's house and I fired in 
the air. He fell over the fence and 
I jumped on him and got him by the 
tliro.it and held him down awhile."

and I don't know who killed him/' j 


COVERED THE BODY OVER.

A neighbor got a piece of sheeting | 


after Schmidt died and covered his [ 
body and got an umbrella, which was 
raised and placed on the ground in a 
way to shade the face. 
Dr. E. J, 


McOscar responded to the call for 
surgical aid, but when he arrived 
Schmidt was dead. 


Patrolman Grcer telephoned from 


Bulir & Meierdiiig's grocery for the 
Diitrol wagon and when it arrived he 
rode with it to where the body w.is 
lying. A Sentinel reporter Imparted 
tho information 
to him 
that, the 


young man was dead and he made n.o 
reply. 
An excited man who declined j 


;o give his name, approached the p.i- I 
:rnl wagon and said: "John,-I a m i 
sorry to say you have committed a 
cold blooded murder." 


"There was two of us shot," said 


Greer, "and I don't know who killed 
ilm," was Grecr's reply. 


SOME FEELING A-ROUSED.

;ng under the advice of his friends 
10 left and Stationmaster Terry'ra- 
nained with the body until the cor- 
iner arrived. Ono woman became al- 
most hysterical In her denunciation 


of tho police officer and applied to 
him tlio names of brute, coward, mur- 
derer in tones that coul.d bo heard for 
several squares. 


"You ought to have known bet- 


ter," sli.e cried; "my children wcro 
standing on the street. 
Oh, if you 


had hit one of them you would never 
have gotten off this street alive.

would have gat a butcher knife and 
cut you In two." 


Tho woman's story about the two 


children was corroborated by several 
eyewitnesses, who sny the little ones 
were only a few feet from Schmidt 
when lie was l\it. 


The bullet struck near the middle 


of the back.

.Schmidt and Buechner they left tho 
city and returned

tut will keep a lookout for other pos- 
sible survivors of the Danish steam- 
er. 


Tho survivors say that altogether 


four of the Norge's boats got away. 
(one boat therefore is unaccounted for. 


IN PITIABLE PLIGHT. 


Grimsby, England, July 4.—Owing 


to the strict enforcement of certain 
regulations and the fact that there 
Is no Danish consul hero all tho sur- 
vivors of the Norge who arrived hero 
on the steam trawler Salvia 
were

A SURVIVOR'S STORY. 


John 
Johanseii, a 
gray-bearded 


man from Tromsoc, said: "When 
tne^shlp 'iirst bumped most of us 
were below. All rushed to the deck. 
I had my wife and five-children with

me. 
At first none of us was aware 


of what had ha,ppe»3d and wo ke.pt 
quiet; but iu a minute or two we saw 
the ship was sinking and then there 
were such shrieks and cries too awful 
to describe. Wo had nearly 200 chil- 
dren aboard and they screamed with 
terror. 
Their mothers, too, were al- 


rhbst frantic, though some of them, 
began putting their little ones In tho 
rigging and other elevated positions. 
So far as I could see the officers-of 


' 
the ship kept very 
calm, but tho 


crowd was uncontrollable. Men and 
women began jumping into tho sen 
while others ran up and down, trying 
to snatch life belts from those who 
had them. 


MAD.RUSH F<fe BOAT. 


"As soon as the first boat was got 


out there was a mad rush for har- 
with the result that she immediately 
sank. "In this way three boats were 
lost. Meanwhile I had put my wifo 
nnd five children on a hatch and im- 
plored them not to move until I re- 
turned. When I saw othcr.boats be- 
ing launched I returned to fetch my 
wife and children, but they had dis- 
appeared. "Whether they had gone in 
another boat or been, carried away In 
the mad rush I do not know. • I am. 
"absolutely alone in the world. Our 
boat was crowded to nearly double 
its proper number. 
All around us 


people were struggling In the 
sea, 


shrinking for help and imploring us 
to take them in, W° had an old sail 
and a couple of oaj;s, but. no -mast. In 
launching the boat a big hole v/ns 
knocked in her side and.we men had 
to take turns in bailing her out. 


WOMEN BEHAVED BRAVELY. 


' 
"We could do nothing but allow 


the boat to'drift. 
The five women 


behaved splendidly, never murmur- 
ing. 
All around us were hundreds 


fighting for their lives. The shrieks 
of those left on the ship, particularly 
the children, could be heard above all 
.tho confusion. But it was soon over 
ns we soW the Norge sink in less 
than hal? an hour from the first 
shock." 


Another survivor told tho Associ- 


ated Press representative that most 
of the passengers on tho 
steamer 


were ffolng out to friends in Amer- 


ica. 
Om> of the five surviving wom- 


en was going out to her husband and 
she had throughout clung to her lit- 
tle girl of five. Another woman la 
her delirious joy at being picked up 
offered one of the crew of the trawler 
her wedding ring. 


ALL BOATS NOT CROWDED. . 


.(= W^ille some of the. boats were, over- 
crowded others, according to the sur- 
vivors, had only a few persons i:i 
'them. Tho captain 
absolutely ap- 


peared to be overcome at the appall- 
ing catastrophe. It appears that tho 
weather was very hazy when tho 
Norge struck, but the captain of the 
trawler and others say Rockall reo£ 
is so •well known, and especially to 
New York traders that they cannnt 
understand how the steamer struck. 


"Wo had just got down our gear 


Wednesday morniuig'," said the mate 
of' tho trawler, "when we saw the 
boat. At first wo took little notice 
of her, but finally made out through 
a glass that she was full of people. 
We immediately hauled up our trawl 
and bore down towards the boat-wlth 
all speed, the occupants of which 
wero in a pltlablo plight—drenched, 
haif~clad and exhausted. 
Wo got 


them aboard and flued them out as 
best we could, made the women as 
comfortable as possible and Immedi- 
ately sailed for home." 


TO RETUtBN TO COPENHAGEN. 
The survivors were landed at about 


10 o'cock. They will be sent buck to 
Copenhagen on tho Bothnia, Bailing; 
tonight. 
Karl Mathiasen, the only 


member of the crew among the sur-, 
vlvors, said to tho representative of 
the Associated Press that 
RockaM 


reef was invisible in tho 
fog and 


rain. The captain and. chief ameers 
of the Norgo were both on the bridge 
at tho time of the 
accident. The 


chief officer got into one of the boats, 
but the captain was seen on the 
bridge, surrounded by many other 
persona, all 'in an attitude of prayer 
as the Norge sank.. 


EARLY DP-TAILS CF WBECK. 


London, July 4.—Over 700 Danish 


and Norwegian emigrants bound for 
Nov.- York are believed to have bccu 
drowned in tho North , Atlantic on 
June 08. Out of nearly 800 souls ou 
board the Danish 
steamer 
Norgo, 


which left Copenhagen. June 22, only 
twenty-seven are known to be alivo, 
and for the rest no hope Is held out. 


When last seen the 
Norge was 


sinking where she struck on the islet 
of Rockall, whose Isolated peak raises 
itself from a deadly Atlantic reef, 
some 290 miles off the west coast of 
Scotland. Early on. the morning- of 
last Tuesday the' Norge, which was 
out of her course in heavy weather, 
ran on the Rockall reef, which In tho 
distance loofts like a ship under full 
Bail. The Norge was quickly backer! 
off, 
but 
the - heavy seas 
poured 


through a rent in her bows. 


The emigrants who were then 


awaiting breakfast'below 
ran 5n 


deck. The hatchways; were scarcely 
built for these hundred? pf souls and 
became clogged. 


The Norge quickly 
began to go 


down by tho head. Eight boats were 
lowered and Into these women and 
children were hurriedly put. 
Six of 


these boats smashed against the side 
of the Norge and. their helpless in- 
mates were caught up by the heavy 
seas: 
\ 


TWO BOAT LOADS SAVED. 


Two boat loads got safely away 


from tho side of the sinking ship and 
many of the emigrants who were left 
on board, seizing life 
belts, throw 


themselves into the sea and 
ware 


drowned. 


Captain Qundot, so say the surviv- 


ors,stood on tho bridge of tho doomed 
vessel until it could be seen no more. 


The Norge foundered suddenly and 


some six hundred terrified emigrants 
wore thrown into the water or drawn 
down with the sinking ship. 
Those 


who could swim tried to reach the 
boats, but these wero already too full 
and their occupants beat 
off tho 


drowning wretches \vith oars. 


The boats kept together for somo 


hours. Practically all of their occu- 
pants were passengers and wore not 
used to handling such craft. Tho 
boat occupied by th6 survivors was a

RESCUE OF. A FEW. 


The rescue of those in the life boat 


took place at 8 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of Juno 29, the survivors consist- 
ing of twenty men, one of them a sea- 
man, six women and a girl. • 


One of the survivors said when he1 


got on "board the Korge was half sub- 
merged and was rapidly going lower; 
in the water. 
Half mad" with fright) 


the survivors all struggled for places 
iu the boats. They fought their way 
to the big life boat and an officer 
stowed iu the six women and the glrli 
and then t'old the men to get in. 


The officer then took charge and 


got the b'oat away from the aide of 
the Norge. Seeing that the boat was 
already overloaded, the omcer, with 
great heroism, jumped into the water 
and tried to board another boat which 
was not so full. He failed and was 
drowned. 


In the sea oy this time was a mass 


of struggling men, women .and child- 
ren, gasping and choking from the 
effects of the water. The boat rowed 
clear of this seething 
Inferno, and 


just as she drew away the Norge went 
down. 


STOUT OF SURVIVOR. 


Peter Nelson, ono of the survivors, 


described as a young American, said: 


"For some hours we rowed in com- 


pany with the other boats, but the 
strong tide drifted us away from the 
others. 
Nothing has been seen of 


them since. The Balvla picked us up 
and we were carried on board 
the 


trawler. 
All of us lost our entire be- 


longings. We had no time in that 
fierce fight for life to think of any- 
thing but the getting of scats in the 
boat." 


The only 
hope, except for those 


known to have escaped, is that some 
few of the emigrants might havo 
boon washed up on tho barren rock. 
Their chance for being rescued even 
then is practically nil, for vemala 
sailing tho North Atlantic give .Rock- 
all -as wide a berth as possible. 


The news of this disaster, which it- 


is feared in its death record is grant- 
or than any previous tragedy of the 
Atlantic, came with the arrival Inst 
night of tho steam trawler Sulvia at 
her home port, the quiet fishing town 
of Grimpby. .The S:\lvia hnd bo?:i on 
a fortnight's cruiso around tlw He- 
brides. By a lucky chnrice she steam- 
ed further west 
than is usual for 


Grimsby trawlers and fell in with the 
survivors of tho 
Norge, 
who for 


twenty-four hours had been tossed 
about in a small boat on the rough 
waters o£ the North Atlantic. The 
survivors were taken aboard the Sni- 
vift and wore landed at Q-rlmsby last 
night.

running.

passengers had previously been

America. 
The authorities here say 


the Norge was not overcrowded and 
that the boats and other life-saving 
apparatus were nil in a satisfactory 
condition when the steamer sailed. 


Tne flags are half masted on all1 the 


ships and buildings here. 
One-half 


the passengers of the Norge wero 
furnished with 
prepaid tickets by 


relatives in America. The names of 
these relatives have been cabled by 
the company to New York. 


Captain Gundell, the late com- 


mander of the Norge, was regarded 
as one of the best seamen of Den- 
mark. 
One of his greatest friiVdu 


was General Christensen, of New 
York, who never traveled on any otli- 
er ship than the vessel commanded 
by Gundell. The Denmark, a sister 
ship of the Norge, was wrecked in 
1880.
